_ LONDON, NOV, 26. 

MOSCOW RADIO, IN A BRIEF SURPRISE ANNOUNCE- 
MENT TONIGHT, SAID THAT RUSSIA HAD AGREED TO A 
FOUR-POWER CONFERENCE: WITH THE WEST. 

The bald, six-line statement made no refererice to a con- 
ference of the Big Five—including Communist China—on whith 
Russia has hitherto insisted in exchanges dating back to July. 
Nor did it specify the subjects for discussion. ‘ 

It said:. “On November 26, the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs of the Soviet Union forwarded to the Embassies of 
the United ‘States, Great Britain and France a note expressing 
the Soviet Government's consent to take part in a’ conference 


of the representatives of the four powers.’

New York, Nov. 26: 

The United Nations Political Committee today 
rejected the Soviet “peace package” proposal. 

It voted down every paragraph of the Soviet’ 
resolution which called, among other things, .for 
unconditional prohibition of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons. ' 

The Sovict resolution was titled: “Measures to avert 
the threat of a new world war and to reduce tension in 
international relations.” It called for unconditional pro- 
hibition of atomic weapons, a one-third cut in the great 
powers’ armed forces and elimination of overseas milita: 
bases and war propaganda. ae
